‘Phere 1s a toll-bar on the road at Ghattal which yrelda an annual income of about 
Re. 4,000, Thie year, however, we got Re 200) ouly, ‘There is also a private ferry over 
Selye nver on the 1th mile from Ghattal. 

Road No. XXI, from Noadah to Ghattal—Thws is an old line of rond, but having been 
abandoned for many yeare was in aruinous ntate, It has been taken up in the list of the District, 
Road Department only from the year 172-75, The Committee wish to keep up thie road as 
‘a village path, and the Ime, whon completrd, will connect Ghattal and Chunderoopab with 
Noadab and through road No. VIZ with the rvad from Caleutta to Midoapore and thereby 
greatly increose the traific of the former place. 

During the period under review, a sum of Bs. 1,528.2 hes been spent in doing earth- 
work, turfing and dreeing of eight miles of the road, and in conatracting six temporary wooden 
bridges of palm and date-trees. A sum of Rs, U0 haa been provided in the budget tor the 
year 1874-75. With this eum the cyoloue repairs to the damages will be carried ont, and the 
Femainivig portion of the road will be constructed as far as the fund will allow.
